25X1 1. The Amoy Municipal. Public Health Bureau has organized. "support-the-front. . 
medical service teams y” which are local medical service organizations composed 
of local physicians and nurses. Each team consists of 10 physicians, 30 
nurses, 2 or 3 x-ray technicians, and 50 to 60 stretcher bearers. Although 
these teams were given two weeks of political training soon after they were 
formed, they have received no further training of any kind. fhe teams were 

. organized to facilitate rapid mobilization in an emergency when medical BB ee 
sistance might be needed for wounded members of the armed forces. Although 
they are purely local in nature, their formation is a. step toward establish- 
ing some over-all organization. All the physicians and nurses in these teams 
are still working at ‘their regular places of employment. ae 


2. Up to the end of June 1952 there was no indication that the cencienimat ion of 
medical personnel or equipment had been increased in Amoy- 


3. The Amoy Public Health Bureau has organized a volunteer blood fieatinn team 
although no blood bank has yet. been formed. his team has. registered about 70 volun- 
teer blood donors and tested them for their blood types. 


[| 4. In the fall of 1951, at the beginning of the three-anti's movement, construc- 
tion work on the hospital being built at Nanping (118-08, '26-39) by. the 25X1
